"ZAXD wan dressed perfectly and according to the newest 
fashion, it could be aeon that he picked the beet* After several 
introductory sentences and a short formal conversation Z & 0 
asked me whether I knew what tho reason was that he had net been 
granted a reception by the Americans and whether this was mount 
Just for the present time or whether it ehould be considered 
to be a definitive decision* I told him that I ddd not know 
what the reason for this refusal was but that it was ny personal 
impression that under given circumstances such & meeting could 
be arranged* Thereupon, SAXO stated that he did not understand 
the Americans why they refuse to take notice of such an important 
organisation as the :£H2&» He state! that he was convinced that 
the meeting which had been planne^/^c^ jeopardized by CIC* He 
also made bitter statements again ! vho seems to have 
only one aim, end that is to comp demise the I3HBX and his ( SaKO *&)

|flo * I told him that there was no Jeopardising involved since 
nobody knew aboutthio planned meeting* In the oourse of tho further 
loonversatlon it cause up that in spite of his promise JUBOST~ 
told the others about it, that 3 a£C is" going to have a meeting 
with the Americans, and even talked about it over the telephone* 

£AXO planned to convoke all the genort^liu and-ec^heCUi residing 
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In SaJUburg subsequently to his meeting with the Americans. He 
arfked BUiiGST to prepare this for him. B HBO^T called up La joe 
^?a1>4v 3 because of this and also mentioned the American meeting. 

It seems that towards the generals residing in Salzburg the 
meeting with the Americans was mentioned as a bait since ZX KQ 
had known their (the generals 9 ) rejecting attitude toward him* 

In spite of this the local generals and colonels secluded them- 
selves and this circumstance seemed to have deeply startled 5AK0. 

He gave out with a long monologue to the effect that he was 
considering the possibility of leaving the KHBE management and 
to retire but then he mentioned reasons why he could not do this* 

He referred to a meeting he had with a similar Polish military 
organisation f s chief which can be considered as one of the greatest 
results the i£K£K ever had. He did not a ay it, but it could be 
assumed that at that meeting there wore some obligations aocepted 
by ZA XD. I, therefore* put tha following question to himx " Did 
you accept any obligations, General?" He denied this very strongly, 
and stated that this was only one more calumniation of the plot 
against him (here I have to state that I have never heard of this, 
but the effect of ay question hod proved that It was true.) there- 
after 9 ZAKO e earned to be very disheartened and tired. I thought 
I better ask some questions, and in order to put them in the right 
form, I tried to calm him, and stated that I would try to prepare 
an eventual newer meeting with the Americana. I emphasised that 
1 could not make any premises, since the connections with the 
Americana which I have ore strictly private ones, they originate 
from radio and refrigerator repairs \ i stated that those gentle- 
men may listen to me since I have never asked them for anything 
yet. But since I have to expect that they would also ask 
questions from mo if such a conversation would take place, 1 
have to know the replies. I said "Allow me, General, to ask 
several questions from you". 

1.) "Dose the i5T2 & engage in intelligence work?" 
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Beplyi "This la a caluxaalation, I know that I an boi ng oeousod 
of haring a old the rJKBT! to the French. This is not true and It 
would be also ijsposeioloj because if the i^HBK would engage 
in intelligence work I would hare to more around , I would hare ta 
negotiate with different people, I would hare to giro the directives 
to the people# but 1 have neither the tine nor the possibility for 
this. It i« true that there ere some groups which engage in 
intelligence activities for the Prenab f the Brltieh but also fcor 
the Americans# and these persons are members of the MHBK, but 
I do not know about the work of these people, they do not report 
to me about it# as to what they are doing* There are groups about 
which I only know that they are doing intelligence work# but I do 
not know exactly for whoa they ore working."

Reply t "Kothing like this, Z know that the Aaerioans believe that 
I might offer the eervloe of th® J4HBE to them for intelligence 
purposes in one way or another) but I cannot do this since the 
HHHK, as I stated already, does not engage in intelligence 
activities, 1 cannot dispose of the various groups who do engage 
in sueh activities. X wanted to ask the Americans to give me a 
possibility to clarify those aattera which bad bdea brought up 
against me and the HHBK. I know that there are heaps of lies 
and calumniations pilod up against me and the ifftCK at higher 
As* r lean authorities. A s the leader of the UHBK It is sy duty to 
refute these lies and tty to change the opinion of the Americans 
since they based it on these calumniations. Besides I wanted to 
offer the Americana the eervloe of our defensive net spread all 
over the world. X wanted to give them detailed information as to 
vduure the iOHBE has its agencies which know everything shout 
everybody, eto." 

It "How oome that this defensive organ did not work just hero in 
Salsburg? It happened several times that just the MHfiK recommended, 
sueh persons for service with the Americans who had a shady past 
or who were even Communists. There are also persons who continue 
to be members of the BHBK even though they were convicted of 
criminal offenses and crimes by Austrian courts. The Americana 
also know this an) it is also ay opinion that the HHBX entirely 
lacks Inner-selection. ” 

J&JKGoXi "as far as this is concerned here in lalaburg the situation 
is particularly bad. In spite of several attempts the Austrian 
authorities refused to give ns any information as to why somebody 
was convicted, how he got into eonfliot with the Austrian law, eta."
